Still Another Side to It

In the last six months Nebraska has been tLreated
to two object lessons, one (llustrating the slip-shod
system that prevalled in the government of a small
municipality. A village treasurer kept books in whioh
w trial balance was a thing unknown. The village
board required no monthly statement. The mayor was
kmown to sign warranis in blank. the treasurer to fill
in the name and amount, quite at variance with the
mpirit af the law, As a result expart acoountants
admit that the exact status of the affalrs may never
be ancertainable, unless the missing treasurer returnas
—World-Herald

But there is etill another side to it, whioh,
while not in the least excusing or palliating dis-
Lonesty Iin any custodian of publlc money or
contributory negligence of his associates in pub-
e office, oalln for serious attention. In this
case the delinguent treasurer was under bond
given by & surety company in the same way that
other treasurers are bonded, the transaction
being strictly s matter of business so far as the
bonding company s concerned. The public has
been led to belleve that these surety company
bonds not only promise indemnification, but
provide agalnst a shortage through periodic
theck by experts. But the bondsmen for this
treasurer for a dosen years never checked any-
thing—they took the money pald as premlium
on the bond, and gave mothing In return, not
even the oversight that a personal surety would
bave given. Instead they lulled to sieep with
A falee sonse of socurity the other officiala, who
should have been wide awnke and alert, If the
tonding companies are not careful, the next
thing that will confrong them will be state legis-
Iation for a public indemnity fund through
which the taxpayers will themsalves insure the
honesty of thelr officials,

Arbitration Again Justified,
